COMMITTEE  ON  RESIDENCE  ORGANISATION

other  media.     So  far  no  final  decisions  have  been  reached,  but  the  principal  matters 
being  discussed  include: 

i)  the  possible  appointment  of  a  Residence  Co-ordinator ; 

ii)  the  extent  of  Faculty  participation  in  Residence  life; 

iii)  re-allocation  of  Resident  Student  areas  of  the  Commons  Building; 

iv)  re-organisation  of  the  Donorial  and  Residence  Council  structures. 

An  interim  report  may  well  appear  within  the  next  few  weeks. 
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FINALLY,   if  any  ideas  strike  you  for  making  our  final  Newsletter,  in  March, 
a  very  special  one,  can  you  please  pass  them  on  to  any  member  of  the  College 
Council,  or  else  personally  convey  them  to  Mrs.  Nasser  or  Dr.  L.  Adey,  who  has 
been  editing  the  Newsletter  this  year?     Please  give  the  matter  some  thought;  we 
should  like  to  end  with  a  bang  rather  than  a  whimper!
